oT toh Chaldee paraphrases, which were translations of 
the Scriptures of the Old Testament, from the Hebrew 
text into the language of the Chaldeans, were called 
Targums : for the ‘word ‘Targum signifies in Chaldee an 
interpretation or version of one language into another, 
and may properly be applied to any such version or 
translation; but it is ‘most commonly by the Jews 
appropriated to these Chaldee paraphrases by way of 
eminence, As the Jews, during their long captivity in 
Babylon, had forgotten their ancient language, the 
Hebrew, and understood nothing but the language of 
their masters, the Chaldeans ; there was a necessity of 
explaining the prophets in that language; and to this 
necessity is owing the first beginning of the Chaldee 
-paraphrases. 
To make the sense of the text understood, ‘each doctor | 
‘made a paraphrase of some part of ‘it in the vulgar | 
tongue; and as these severa! interpretations in time,” 
‘became very voluminous, certain rabbins undertook to) 
collect them together, and this. collection they. called the 
Targum, 
The Jewish doctors do not agree about. the antiquity 
of the Targum; for the more modern’ Jews having 
blended their own comments with those of the ancients, 


It is commonly believed, that R. Jonathan, who lived 
under the reign of Herod the Great, made the Chaldee 
version of: the prophets; and with this version mixed | 
the interpretations borrowed from tradition.

Gibraltar, March 14, 1855. 

‘Dear Sir,—I take the liberty to enclose a letter 
addressed to you bya Rabbi from the Holy Land, who 
is at present here on his journey. The office he fills there, 
and his comportment here, are considerations to me 
which leave in my mind no doubt that the contents of 
his letter to you, written in Hebrew, can be safely and 
implicitly taken as facts. He has become acquainted 
with the philanthropic movement on their behalf by 

the contemplated mission of that highly 
man, and that blessed of women, his lady, who always

It is to me highly satisfactory and pleasing to hear 
from this Rabbi how grateful he, as well as all the Jews 
of the Holy Land are, especially those of Hebron, who 
fervently pray, and ardently hope, that Sir Moses Mon 
tefiore, whose unremitting solicitude, through Divine 
interposition, which prompts his noble heart to do 
good, may be moved to take the necessary steps that 
may lead to remove from them the overwhelming hard- 
ships which cripple their energies, and which hinder 
them from rendering durable the advantages afforded 
them by so much kind sympathy.
